A l e x an de r S ul l ivan 
was released on 
$20,000 hail by Judge Tuley y esterday . The 
Judge held that enough evidence had not 
been obtained to convict him of the murder 
of Cronin, but justified his aecep tauce of 
hearsay evidence against the p risoner be­ 
cause it p ointed the way to more, material 
evidence. 
The established fact of Sullivan’s 
deadly enmity to Cronin was the most im­ 
p ortant influence in determining the Judge’s 
action. 


By the outbreak at Mille Lacs, Minn., seven 
Swede laborers were killed and about 100 
wounded. 
The Indians had been p rovoked 
to the act by the building of an outlet from 
their lake on the reservation for irrigation 
p urp oses by ilie whites. They believed the 
lake would he drained and their fishing de­ 
stroy ed. 
The building of the canal ap p ears 
to have been an intrusion on their p remises.

ap ology . 
Hanford refused, 
whereup on Sullivan knocked him down and 
shot him in the abdomen, causing death in a 
few minutes. 
On Sullivan’s first trial for 
murder the jury disagreed; on the second he 
was acquitted. 
At the time it was freely 
charged that Sullivan was saved from the 
gallows by the help of the Clau-na-GaeL 


T h e Cortland S ta n d a rd 
relates that its lo­ 
cal Democratic contemp orary , the Demo cra t, 
has been bewailing the low p rice of p otatoes 
recently , and telling its farmer renders that 
in consequence of the elcctiou of a Rep ubli­ 
can administration very few grocers were 
willing to ex change a p ound of sugar for a 
bushel of p otatoes.

On Sullivan’s first trial for 
m urder the'jury disagreed; ou the second he 
was acquitted. 
At the time it was freely 
charged that Sullivan was saved from the 
gallows by the help of the Clau-na-Gael..

CRONIN MURDER CASE IN CHICAGO. 


A noth er “ S u s p e c t” F ou n d —T id in g s 
C on­ 
cern in g V ictim ’s S u rgical In stru m en ts.

C h ic a g o , June 15.—Thomas Tierney, an 
employe of Iceman O’Sullivan, is the latest 
suspect in the Cronin mystery. 
He is under 
arrest. 
The officers claim his whereabouts 
ou May 4 have not been accounted for, aud 
that there are a number of matters connected 
with the case in which it has been found that 
he has not told the truth. 
Tierney is a mem­ 
ber of the Clan-Na-Gael. 
The police have in their possession a ease 
of surgical instruments which corresponds 
closely with the description of the case car­ 
ried by Dr. Cronin on the night when he rode 
to his death. 
It was found in South-Canal- 
street, several miles from the scene of the 
murder. 
The bottom of the case is stained 
as it it had been set down in a pool of blood. 
Judge Tuley yesterday afternoon released 
Alexander Sullivan from arrest in the Cronin 
case ou bail of $20,000. 
N e w -Y o k k , June 15.—Judge 
Andrews 
heard arguments to-day upon the writs of 
habeas corpus in the cases of Maroney and 
McDonald. 
The Court room was crowded. 
Assistant District Attorney Macdona read the 
returns to the writs, including the telegram 
aud an affidavit made thereou by Detective 
VonGerichten with the subsequent commit­ 
ment by the police magistrate. 
Counsel for 
Maroney proceeded to read a 
statement 
gainst these proceedings as a traverse but 
the Judge told him it was a demurrer. 
Then 
counsel for McDonald 
read a dem urrer 
behalf 
of 
his 
client. 
In 
it 
McDonald denies that he is guilty of or had 
any complicity in the Cronin m urder, and 
denies that on or about May 4, 1889, or at 
any time he fled from the State of Illinois. 
He further alleges he was not in the City of 
Chicago or elsewhere in the Stale of Illiuois 
on May 4 last, and has not been since the 
year 1882, but that every day during the 
mouths of April and May last he was in 
the 
State 
of 
New-York. 
Judge 
Andrews said this was not a demurrer, but a 
pleadiug, and McDonald’s counsel sat down 
and began writiug a demurrer. Mr. Macdona 
then rehearsed the proceedings already had 
in the matter. 
The papers in the case, he 
said, had been sent hack for verification, as 
they were not. adequate and complete, and 
the prisoner had been committed on the 
tsvelflh instant for five days to await further 
action. 
Mr. Macdona responded that the 
case was yet before the Cook County Graud 
Jury and that four men were on the way here 
to identify Maroney and McDonald. He then

T he N ew Y ork Tribune Is authority tor 


the story that Gov. H ill undertook to capture 
the N ew York A ssociated Press yesterday. 
Several days ago the Secretary, R. K. Soper 
o f the Elmira Gazette, a paper which the G ov­ 


e r n o r owns or did ow n until quite recently, 


called the executive com m ittee into special 
sessiou at Albany on important business. T he 


m eeting occurred yesterday at the Delavan 
H ouse, and those of the com m ittee w ho at 


tended were T. Prentiss Bailey of the U tica 
Ofmertxr, John A. Place of the O swego Tim et, 
Carroll E. Sm ith o f the Syracuse Journal, 
John I. Platt o f the Poughkeepsie Eagle, H 
O K . Tucker o f the T roy Prim , and Jam es 


B. M anning of the A lbany Argu*. 
Messrs. 
P lace, 
Sm ith and Platt are R epublicans, 
B ailey and M anning Dem ocrats, and T ucker 
is the Republican owner of a D em ocratic 


paper. 
Im m ediately upon assem bling the com m it­ 
tee were notified by Secretary Soper that the 
G overnor wished to see them . 
T hey walked 
up the steep hill to the executive m ansion, 
and were ushered into the presence of His 
E xcellency. 
A fter shaking hands w ith him 
and being show n to seats, they listened to a 
lecture of reproof that lasted for three-quar­ 


ters o f an hour. 
T he burden o f his com ­ 
plaint was that ’lie Associated Press had not 
sent all his messages and mem orandum s com ­ 
plete to the papers in the association. 
He 
gave them to understand his aspirations for 
the Presidency, and the part that he expected 
the newspapers, w ithout regard to party, to 
take 
in 
pushing 
along 
his 
liootn. 
H is 
voice 
becam e 
shrill 
nod 
an­ 
gry 
when 
he 
intimated 
that 
his 
state papers should not lie placed in charge 
o f the A lbany Expre** and Journal, the 


agents of the Association at the Capital, un 
less they gave a solem n promise to telegraph 
every line of the docum ents to the press of 
N ew York and throughout the stale. 
He al­ 
so com plained that the tw o Albany news- 
palters had telegraphed all over the state the 
facts of battle betw een the Hill Dem ocrats 
and the Cleveland Dem ocrats at the W ater­ 
vliet town m eeting, in w hich the C leveland­ 
ers l>eat the 11 i 11 i ten in the gam e o f stealing 
the town from the R epublicans. 
He wound 
up by threatening to use the influence of his 


office against the A ssociated Press if he was 
not treated with m ort respect. 
W e have alw ays understood that the A sso­ 
ciated Press, o f w hich T h e F r e e m a n is a 
m em ber, 
intended 
to treat the Governor 
fairly, and to give such space to his acts as 
their importance a ssu b jectsof new s appeared 
in the judgm ent of its managers to dem and. 
But it is a non partisan organization, and 
as 
such in liound lo exclude such matters as are 
designed for purely political effect. T he G o v 
vrnor's annual m essage lo the Legislature is a 
m atter o f im portance, and is alw ays given in 
fu ll. 
But m em orandum s in relation to the 
veto or approval of bills are not o f this char­ 
acter, and do not com e ■sithiu the province 
o f the Association when the reasons set forth 
are purely partisan 
reasons. 
T he A ssoci­ 
ated 
Presa 
undertakes 
to 
give 
a 
fair presentation of all the news, hut its space 
is lim ited to the capacity o f the largest pa­ 
pers in the 'm em bership. 
T he 
Governor 
m ight

or message from him should Ik- condensed 


to

larger room 
to a tragedy like 
that 
at Johnstow n, 
but the 
Association 
w ill 
continue,

ernor’s harangue, it appears, did not have any 
effect upon his visitors. 
T hey left w ithout

States and no longer w illing to contribute. 
Mr. Brice inaugurated the brilliant idea o f 
appealing to the intelligence o f the people 
last year, but the result in N orw ich is the 
very first m anifestation o f its effects.

The Sam oans are to elect their own 


K ing and V iceroy, and to lie represented in a 
Senate com posed of the principal chiefs and 
in Chambers com posed ut delegates elected 
by the people. 
Samoa has the right to levy 
duties of every kind, and G erm any is to be 
paid an indem nity for her losses. 
For the 
settlem ent o f the land question a special court 
is to be instituted. 
Mr. Bayard proposed terms nearly sim ilar, 
but Bismarck treated them w ith contem pt 
and the dispute had a very serious aspect for 


the United States when the new adm inistra­ 
tion came into power. 
Germ any had fixed 
its covetous eyes upon the islands, and ev i­ 
dently intended to take possession of them , 
whether peaceably or by 
violence. 
T he 
United States had a vital interest in the pre­ 
servation of their independence and neutral­ 


ity, for they furnished a valuable coaling sta­ 
tion and harlxtr of safety for Pacific vessels. 
If the Cleveland adm inistration had been 
continued, the islands would beyond all doubt 
have liecome a German possession. 
The d if­ 


ference lietwcen courage and pusillanim ity in 
diplom acy could have no finer illustration 
than iii the adjustm ent o f this very serious 
difficulty.

THE GOVERNOR AND THE PRESS. 
The New York Tribune is authority tor 
the story that Gov. Hill undertook to capture 
the New York Associated Press yesterday. 
Several days ago the Secretary, R. R. Soper 
of the Elmira Gazette, a paper which the Gov­ 
ernor owns or did own until quite recently, 
called the executive committee into special 
session at Albany on important business. The 
meeting occurred yesterday at the Delavan 
House, and those of the committee who at 
tended were T. Prentiss Bailey of the Utica 
Observer, John A. Place of the Oswego Times, 
Carroll E. Smith of the Syracuse Journal, 
John I. Platt of the Poughkeepsie Eagle, II 
O’R. Tucker of the Troy Press, and James 
B. Manning of the Albany Argus. Messrs. 
Place, Smith and Platt are Republicans, 
Bailey and Manning Democrats, and Tucker 
is the Republican owner of a Democratic 
paper. 
Immediately upon assembling the commit 
tee were notified by Secretary Soper that the 
Governor wished to see them. They walked 
up the steep hill to the executive mansiou 
and were ushered into the presence of His 
Excellency. After shaking hands with him 
and being shown to seats, they listened to a 
lecture of reproof that lasted for tbree-quar 
ter9 of an hour. The burden of his com­ 
plaint was that the Associated Press had not 
sent all his messages and memorandums com 
plete to the papers in the association. He 
gave them to understand his aspirations for 
the Presidency, and the part that he expected 
the newspapers, without regard to party, to 
take in pushing 
along 
his 
boom. 
His voice 
became 
shrill 
and 
an­ 
gry 
when 
he 
intimated 
that 
his 
state papers should not lie placed in charge 
of the Albany Express and Journal, the 
agents of the Association at the Capital, uu 
less they gave a solemn promise to telegraph 
every line of the documents to the press of 
New York and throughout the state. He al 
so complained that the two Albany news- 
paix-rs had telegraphed all over the state the 
facts of battle between the Ilill Democrats 
and the Cleveland Democrats at theW ater- 
vliet town meeting, in which the Cleveland­ 
ers beat the Hillites in the game of stealing 
the town from the Republicans. He wound 
up by threatening to use the influence of his 
ottice against the Associated Press if he was 
not treated with more respect. 
We have always understood that the Asso 
ciated Press, of which T he F reem an is 
member, intended to treat the Governor 
fairly, and to give such space to his acts as 
their importance as subjects of news appeared 
in the judgment of its managers to demand. 
But it is a non-partisan organization, and as 
such is bound to exclude such matters as are 
designed for purely political effect. The Gov 
eruor’s annual message to the Legislature is a 
matter of importance, and is always given in 
full. But memorandums in relation to the 
veto or approval of bills are not of this char 
acter, and do not come within the province 
of the Association when the reasons set forth 
are purely partisan reasons. The Associ­ 
ated 
Press 
undertakes 
to 
give 
a 
fair presentation of all the news, but its space 
is limited to the capacity of the largest pa­ 
pers in the 'membership. The Governor 
might feel wounded if a memorandum 
or message from him should be condensed 
to give larger room to a tragedy like 
that at Johnstown, but the Association 
will continue, as in the past, to be 
governed by its own discretion. The Gov­ 
ernor’s harangue, it appears, did not have any 
effect upon his visitors. They left without 
making any promises or even trying to ar­ 
range a compromise, and after they had got 
into the street one of them remarked that “it 
was the greatest exhibition of big head that 
he ever saw in his life.” 


the public until it is ratified by the United 
States Senate, but the terms have been as­ 
certained. An autonomous administration of 
the islands is granted under the joint control 
of the United States and Germany, England 
to act as arbitrator of any differences aris­ 
ing. The Samoans are to elect their own 
King and Viceroy, and to be represented in a 
Senate composed of the principal chiefs and 
in Chambers composed of delegates elected 
by the people. Samoa has the right to levy 
duties of every kind, and Germany is to be 
paid an indemnity for her losses. For the 
settlement of the land question a special court 
is to be instituted. 
Mr. Bayard proposed terms nearly similar, 
but Bismarck treated them with contempt 
and the dispute had a very serious aspect for 
the United States when the new administra­ 
tion came into power. Germany had fixed 
its covetous eyes upon the islands, and evi­ 
dently intended to take possession of them, 
whether peaceably or by violence. The 
United States had a vital interest in the pre­ 
servation of their independence and neutral­ 
ity, for they fnrnished a valuable coaling sta­ 
tion and harbor of safety for Pacific vessels. 
If the Cleveland administration had been 
continued, the islands would beyond all doubt 
have become a German possession. The dif­ 
ference l>etween courage and pusillanimity in 
diplomacy could have no finer illustration 
than in the adjustment of this very serious 
difficulty.

THE “ CAMPA TON OF INTELLECT ’ 
The free trade idea is very slow in getting 
through the skulls of Democrats. At the 
municipal election in Norwich, Conn., a few 
days ago, the Democrats carried the town. 
Last fall the Republicans had a majority of 
99. For their gratifying gain the Dem­ 
ocrats are now returning theirlhanks to Hon. 
David A. Wells for his very able advocacy of 
free trade. Mr. Weils went upon the stump 
last fall and preached free trade, pure and un 
adulterated, at Democratic mass meetings, 
but in the recent municipal campaign lie was 
silent. But the party is sure that his teach­ 
ings have at last broken through the thick 
crust of Democratic intelligence. It must be 
very gratifying to Mr. Wells to find that his 
teachings have liegun to get in their work at 
this late day. But those Democratic candi 
dates for Governor and other stale offices and 
Congress who were unexpectedly defeated 
last fall are probably lamenting that he did 
not begin his crusade for Cleveland and the 
Mills bill early in 1887. He might have 
saved several comfortable political plums that 
were lost. 
The event will undoubtedly admonish the 
Democratic National Committee that it will 
be necessary to begin the campaign of 1892 
at once. Calvin Brice is at the head, and he 
lias learned that a rainbow chase, to be sue 
cessful, must be a long one. If the party 
found it necessary to rely upon a “campaign 
of intellect ’ in 1888, it will lie infinitely more 
necessary in 1892, with the offices all in Re­ 
publican bands and not subject to Democratic 
assessments, and with English free traders 
discouraged at the outlook in the United 
States and no longer willing to contribute. 
Mr. Brice inaugurated the brilliant idea of 
appealing to the intelligence of the people 
last year, but the result in Norwich is the 
very first manifestation of its effects. The 
Democratic intelligence appears to work even 
slower in other places than there, proving 
that Yankee intelligence is exceptionally 
bright, and that Mr. Mills is a remarkably 
smart instructor. If the Democrats wish to 
win in 1892, it is not a moment too early to 
have Ihe announcement go forth that Mr. 
Cleveland is to (be the candidate, that the 
platform is to be free trade, and that the 
Democratic intellect must begin to limber it­ 
self out at once, and keep in that condition 
for three long years.

Governor Hill has attached his signature to 
the State Naval Militia hill. 
The bill p ro­ 
vides first for a sep arate enrollment of seafar­ 
ing men whenever an enrollment of p ersons 
liable to military du ty is made. 
It fu rther 
p rop oses to organize a Naval Militia after the 
manner of the National Guard, by voluntary 
enlistment, from p ersons liable to he enrolled, 
“ and from others,” after the manner of the 
National Guard, which is maintained w ith­ 
out any reference to actual enrollment. 
It 
p rop oses to increase the active military force 
of the State, now limited by law to “ not less 
than 10,000 and not over 15,000enlisted m en,” 
by the addition of three battalions of naval 
reserve torp edo corp s, eacli battalion to he 
comp osed of four comp anies, making an in­ 
crea se in the uniform ed m ilitia of p erhap s a 
thousand otliccrs and men, to be commanded 
by officers with naval titles. 
The new artificial silk of M. Ohardonnet is 
likely to p rove a textile fabric of value if its 
p resent inflammability 
can he overcame. 
The material is p rep ared by treating cotton 
with a mixture of nilric and sulp huric acids, 
as for the making of gun-cotton, then dis­ 
solving in a m ixture of alcohol and ether, to 
which is added some p ercbloride of iron or 
p rotochloride of l in and tannic acid. 
The so 
lotion is run through a small tube or tine 
holes into water slightly acidulated with ni­ 
tric acid. 
The tine fluid filament immedi­ 
ately solidifies, form ing a thread very close­ 
ly resembling silk, and equally strong and 
elastic. 
Any desired coloring m atter may be 
added to the solution. 
In a p ap er read at a late meeting of the 
Scottish Royal Society of Arts A. I). Mac­ 
kenzie stated that his exp eriments have p roven 
that under ordinary circumstances, wood, 
wool, cotton, p ap er, and like substances will 
not take tire under or even at the boiling p oint 
of mercury [680°] and p robably the tem p era­ 
tu re at which they will ignite readily is nearer 
800° than 700\ 
By hard firing and loading 
the safety-valve, he was able to heat a high- 
p ressure hot-water p ip e to 500’, but the usual 
high-p ressure ap p aratu s seldom reaches 400°. 
It must be concluded, therefore, that such 
p ip es cannot orginate a fire under ordinary 
conditions. 
The Panam a Canal Relief Bill introduced 
in the French Chamber of Dep uties emp ow­ 
ers the liquidator of the comp any to p lace, 
on the host conditions p ossible and regardless 
of the legal limit as to p rice, the 800,000 
francs of the bonds that have not yet been 
subscribed for. 
It also authorizes a subset ip - 
tion of 34.000.000 francs to cover the ex 
p enses necessary for the maintenance of the 
works p ending an inqu iry iuto the question 
of the comp letion of the canal. 
The liquida­ 
tor will not be obliged to issue the bonds, 
which will remain as lottery bonds, bu t he 
can negotiate with financiers to p lace them.

Tile bill pro­ 
vides flrstjfor a separate enrollment of seafar­ 
ing men whenever an enrollment of persons 
liable to military duty is made. 
It further 
proposes to organize a Naval >1 Hitia after Hie 
milliner of the National Guard, bv voluntary 
enlist im ut, from persons liable lo be enrolled, 
“ anil from other*,” after the manner of the 
National Guard, which is maintained w ith­ 
out any reference to actual enrollment. 
It 
proposes to im reuse the active military force 
of the State, now limited by law to ** not less 
than 10,000 anil not over I a.(KH)enlisted m en,” 
by the addition of three battalions of naval 
reserve torpedo corps, each battalion to be 
composed of four companies, making an in­ 
crease in the uniformed militia of perhaps a 
thousand officers and men, to be commanded 
by otlicers with naval titles.

henever an enrollment of persous 
liable to military duty is made. 
It further 
proposes to organize a Naval Militia after the 
manner of the National Guard, by voluntary 
enlistment, from persons liable to be enrolled, 
“ and from others,” after the manner of the 
National Guard, which is maintained with­ 
out any reference to actual enrollment. 
It 
proposes to increase the active military force 
of the State, now limited by law to “ not less 
than 10,000 and not over 15,000 enlisted men,” 
by the addition of )hree battalions of naval 
reserve torpedo corps, each battalion to be 
composed of four companies, m aking an in­ 
crease in the uniformed militia of perhaps a 
thousand officers and men, to be commanded 
by officers with naval titles. 
The new artificial silk of M. Chardonnet is 
likely to prove a textile fabric of value if its 
present inflammability ran be overcome. 
The material is prepared by treating cotton 
with a m ixture of nitric and sulphuric acids, 
as for the making of gun-cotton, then dis­ 
solving in a mixture of alcohol and ether, to 
which is added some perebloride of iron or 
protochloride of tin and tannic acid.

The fine fluid filament immedi­ 
ately solidifies, forming a thread very close­ 
ly resembling silk, and equally strong and 
elastic. 
Any desired coloring m atter may be 
added to the solution. 
In a paper read at a late meeting of the 
Scottish lioyal Society of Arts A. D. Mac­ 
kenzie stated that his experiments have proven 
that under ordinary circumstances, wood, 
wool, cotton, paper, and like substances will 
not take fire under or even at the boiling point 
of m ercury [680°] and probably the tempera­ 
ture at which they will ignite readily is nearer 
800° than 700\ 
By hard firing and loading 
the safety-valve, lie was able to heat a high- 
pressure hot-waler pipe to 500’, but the usual 
high-pressure apparatus seldom reaches 400°. 
It must be concluded, therefore, that such 
pipes cannot orginate a fire under ordinary 
conditions. 
The Panam a Canal Relief Bill introduced 
in the French Chamber of Deputies empow­ 
ers the liquidator of the company to place, 
on the best conditions possible and regardless 
of the legal limit as to price, the 800,000 
francs of the bonds that have not yet been 
subscribed for.

T hat’s a good point. 
Resisting temptation is the test. 
The habitual consumption of lieer in ex­ 
cessive quantities teuds to hypertrophy by 
the direct actiou of alcohol on the lu-art, by 
the enormous amount of fluid introduced in­ 
to the body, and by the easy assimilated nu­ 
tritive coustituenls of the beer itself. 
F u r­ 
thermore, such habits are often associated 
with great bodily inactivity,and at least rela­ 
tively it luxurious manner of life. 
The aver­ 
age weight of the normal heart in men is rel­ 
atively greater in Munich than elsewhere, a 
fact, without doubt, dependent upon the ex­ 
cessive consumption of beer iu that Uity. 
Many individuals addicted to such excess 
attain an advanced pge, notwithstanding car­ 
diac hypertrophy, by reason of constitutional 
peculiarities, tpt active open air life or au en­ 
forced moderation, but the greatest number 
perish after brief illness with symptoms of 
cardiac failure.

The o bject o f the bill, it is 
stated, is to raise a revenue with which to in 
demnify o wners o f sheep killed by do gs, and 
is no t a'tax o r revenue bill. 
The measure 
pro vides that in all co unties except Kings, 
Erie and New Yo rk, o wners o f do gs must 
register them befo re Mav 1 each y ear in the 
Clerk's o ffice. 
Failure to do so is liable to a 
tine o t $3 to # 7. 
Do gs no t registered may be 
killed by any co nstable o r po licemau, and 
they , upo n pro o f to the Superviso rs, shall l>e 
paid 50 cents fo r each do g. 
The tax is $1 fo r 
o ne do g, $2 each fo r mo re than o ne, $3 fo r a 
bitch, and $5 each fo r every additio nal o ne. 
The o wner o f every registered do g must 
place a co llar o n the do g. bearing tbo o wner’s 
name and the license. 
This law applies to 
Ulster Co unty , and if it is enfo rced w ill be 
the means o f wiping o ut many wo rthless 
do gs. 
“ Wheelmen 
in 
this 
State are

every ho no rable means to keep up the ‘ ro ad 
agitatio n.” ’ said a bicy cler here to day .

FISHING P L A C E S OF NOTE UP IN 
C A T S K IL L MOUNTAINS.

The Shandaken Stream and P o rtio ns o f the 


R o m antic Shandaken V alley D escrib ed — 
C am ping O ut W hile a Sto rm R aged —W et 
W eather and F isherm en’s Luck. 


The rainy weather o f the past 10 day s has 
made tro ut fishing in the Catskill Mo untains 
so mewhat unpleasant. 
Camping-o ut parties 
say that at times there was a deluge. 
The 
fishing has been fair. 
The disadvantages o f 
camping o ut witho ut a tent have been alluded 
to in a fo rmer article. 
Jo hn Burro ughs has given his experience 
during a sto rm while camping under the 
trees. 
He has written : 
« • 
We were encamping it) the primitive wo o ds by a 
little tro ut lake, which the mo untain carried high 
o n its hip, like a so ldier's canteen. There were 
wives in the party curio us to kno w what the lure 
was that annually drew their husbands to the 
wo o ds. That magical writing o u a tro ut's back 
they wo uld fain decipher, little heeding the warn­ 
ing that what is written here is no t given to wo man 
to kno w. Our o nlv tent o r ro o f was the sheltering 
arms o f the great birches and maples. What was 
sauce fo r the gander sho uld I k? sauce fo r the go o se 
to o , so the go o se insisted. A luxurio us co uch o f 
bo ughs upo n springing po les was prepared, and the 
night sho uld no t be less welco me than the day , 
which had been idy llic. A tro ut dinner bad been 
se-v.d by a little spring bro o k upo n an impro vised 
table co vered with mo ss and deeued with ferns, with 
strawberries fro m a near clearing. At tw ilight there 
was an o mino us rumble behind the mo untains. I 
was 
o u 
the 
lake, 
and 
co uld 
see 
what 
was brewing there in the west. As darkness 
came 
o n the rumbling 
increased 
a n l 
the 
mo untains and the wo o ds and the still air were such 
go o d co nducto rs o f so und that the ear was vividly 
impressed. One seemed to feel the eno rmo us co n­ 
vulsio ns o f the clo uds in the deep and jarring to nes 
o f the thunder. The co ming o f night in the wo o ds 
i; alo ne peculiarly impressive, and it is do ubly so 
when o ut o f the darkness co mes such a vo ice us 
this. But we fed the fire the mo re industrio usly , nnd 
piled the lo gs high, and kept the gathering glo o m at 
nay by as large a circle o f light as we co uld co m­ 
mand. The lake was a po o l o f ink aud as still as if 
co ngealed: no t a mo vement o r a so und, save no w 
aud then a terrific vo lley fro m the clo ud batteries 
no w fast appro aching. By 9 o 'clo ck little puffs o f 
wind began to steal thro ugh the wo o ds and tease 
and to v with o ur tire. Sho rtly after an eno rmo us 
electric bo tnb-shell explo ded in the tree-to ps o ver 
o ur heads and the hall was fairly o pened. Then 
fo llo wed 
three 
ho urs, 
with 
o nly 
two brief 
intermissio ns, o f 
as 
lively 
elemental 
musie 
and 
as 
co pio us 
an 
o utpo uring 
o f 
rain as it was ever my lo t to w itness. It was a regu­ 
lar meteo ro lo gical carnival, and the revelers were 
drunk with the wild spo rt. The apparent nearness 
o f the clo uds and the electric explo sio ns was so me­ 
thing remarkable. Every discharge seemed to be 
in the branches immediately o verhead and made us 
invo luntarily co wer, as if the next mo ment the great 
limbs o f the trees, o r the trees themselves, wo uld 
co me crashing do wn. The mo untains upo n which 
we were encamped appeared to be the fo cus o f three 
distinct bet co nverging sto rms. I he last two seemed 
to co me into 
co llisio n 
immediately 
o ver o ur 
camp-fire 
and 
to 
co ntend 
fo r 
the 
right 
o f way until the heavens were ready to fall and 
bo th ant igo nists were literally spent. We sto o d in 
gro ups abo ut the struggling lire, and when the can­ 
no nade became to o terrible wo uld withdraw into the 
co ver o f the darkness as if to lie ¡1 less co nspicuo us 
mark fo r the bo lts; o r did we fear the lire with its 
currents m ight attract the lightning. At auy rate, 
so me o ther spo t than the o ne w here we happened to 
be standing seemed desirable when tho se o nsets o f 
the 
co ntending 
elements 
were 
the 
mo st 
furio us. 
So mething 
that 
o uo 
co uld 
no t 
catch in his hat was 
liable 
to 
dro p 
almo st 
any where any minute. The alarm and co nsterna­ 
tio n o f the wives co mmunicated itself to the hus­ 
bands, and they lo o ked so lemn and co ncerned. The 
air was Hill'd with falling water. The so und upo n 
the my riad leaves and branches was like the ro ar o f 
a cataract. We put o ur backs up against the great 
trees o nly to catch a bro o k o n o ur sho ulders o r in 
the backs o f o ur necks. Still the sto rm waxed. 
1 he 
fire was beaten do wn lo wer and lo wer. It sur­ 
rendered o ue po st after ano ther, like a besieged 
city , and finally made o nly a feeble r. sistance fro m 
beneath a pile o f charred'lo gs an 1 branches in the 
center. Our garm ents y ielded to the encro achments 
o f the rain in abo ut the same manner. 1 believe ro w 
neck-tie held o ut the lo ngest and carried a few dry 
threads safely thro ugh. Our cunningly devised and 
bedecked table, which the ho usekeepers had so 
do ted 011 and which was ready spread fur breakfast, 
was w ashed as by the ho se o f a fire-engine—o nly the 
bare po les remained—and the co uch o f springing 
bo ughs that was to make sleep jealo us and o ’erfo uu 
became a bed fit o nlv fo r amphibians. Still the 
lo o sened 
flo o ds 
came 
do wn; 
still 
the 
great 
clo ud 
mo rtars 
bello wed 
and 
ex­ 
plo ded their missiles in the tree-to ps abo ve us.. But 
ail nervo usness finally passed awav and we became 
do gged and resigned, o ur minds became water- 
so aked; o ur tho ughts were heavy and bedraggled. 
We were past the po int o f jo king at o ne ano ther's 
expense. The witticism failed to kindle, —indeed 
failed to go . like the matches in o ur po ckets. Abo ut 
midnight the rain slackened, and by 1 o 'clo ck 
ceased entirely . Ho w the rest o f the night was 
passed beneath the dripping tre< s aud upo n the sat­ 
urated gro und, 1 have o nly the dim m est remem­ 
brance. All is watery and o paque; the fo g settles 
do wn and o bscures the scene. But 1 suspect I tried 
the ” wet pack” witho ut being a co nvert to hy dro pa­ 
thy . When the mo rning dawned, the wives begged 
to be taken ho me, co nvinced that the charms o f 
camping o ut were greatly o verrated. We who had 
tasted this cup befo re, knew they had read at least 
a part o f the legend o f the wary tro ut witho ut 
kno wing it. 
The Eso pus, where it runs thro ugh the 
to wn o f Shandaken, is co mmo nly kno wn as 
the Shandaken Creek. 
Shandaken is an In­ 
dian wo rd and signifies “ rapid waters.” The 
Shaudakeu is a rapid stream, anil is co nsid­ 
ered o ue o f great beauty . 
To peo ple co ming 
fro m the cities during the heated term it is a 
refreshing sight. 
The waters sparkle as they 
rush o ver the sto nes and bo ulders, o r whirl 
aro und the trunks o f the great trees which 
stand at its margin. The stream runs thro ugh 
the Shandaken Valley . This valley is ho und­ 
ed by high ranges o f mo untains. 
The Ulster 
A: Delaware Railro ad runs its entire length. 
Its track is laid clo se to the creek. 
Passen­ 
gers can lo o k o ut o f the ear windo ws directly 
do wn upo u it. 
Recently a large number o f 
fish were bro ught fro m the State hatchery and 
put iu the creek. 
These have thrived, 
so 
that 
this 
seaso n 
fishermen 
say 
they 
have 
had 
go o d 
success. 
The stream lacks the charm, ho wever, o f the 
quiet aud seclusio n o f o ther mo untain streams. 
There are many farm ho uses alo ng its banks, 
and the principal, aud, 
111 fact, o nly highway 
that runs do wn the valley skirts within a few 
feet o f it. 
In the early mo rning and in the 
evening there is go o d fishing fo r the expert. 
The no vice is no t so likely to have success. 
A fly can be used almo st any where. 
Tro ut 
can be fo und fro m Piue Hill 10 Mo unt Pleas­ 
ant. 
Co ntinuing up the Ulster & Delaware 
Railro ad o ver Pine Hill many beautiful fish­ 
ing streams are fo und. 
One o f the branches 
o f the Delaware River co mes near Margaret- 
ville and co urses thro ugh the Ro xbury Valley . 
Iu this lo vely valley it flo ws thro ugh rich 
farming land. 
The tro ut are no t large, fo r it 
is almo st a bro o k in summer, but it lias sup­ 
plied the residents o f the valley with these 
dainty fish fo r half a century o r mo re.

places

Fishermen 
say that in the early ho urs o f the mo rning 
success has been had in nearly every instance. 
Large fish are caught. 
Returning to the 
¡Shandaken Y’alley , o ne o f the largest and 
mo st famo us tro uliug streams is the Big lu- 
diau. 
It 
rises 
o u a plateau o f 
¡Slide 
Mo untain and like all o f these mo untaiu 
streams has its so urce in a spring o f water. 
Fro m a tiny bro o klet it rapidly increases in 
size until, reaching the edge o f the mo untain 
o r piateau, it go es po uring do wn into the val­ 
ley , making a magnificent waterfall many 
feet in heighth. 
It ro ars alo ng fo r several 
miles, then sweeps o ut into the farming land 
and mo ves placidly thro ugh beautiful mead­ 
o ws, widening into a bro ad stream befo re it 
reaches the statio n, and finally empties iuto 
the main stream at Big Indian statio n. 
The 
fishing gro und embraces abo ut six miles. It 
has 
beeu famo us fo rmally y ears and lias 
furnished tho usands o f tro ut to the summer 
bo arder. It is a tine stream fo r liy fishing 
fo r several miles abo ve the statio n. 
Further 
up it presents a 
mo re 
rugged 
aspect 
aud fishing 
with 
bait presents 
fewer 
disco uragements. 
Big Indian derives its 
name fro m the fact that un Indian, said to 
have been a giant eight feet high, lived in 
the valley near the o utlet o f the creek. 
He 
was sho t 
by 
a 
Marbleto wu 
Dutchman 
and crawled iuto a ho llo w tree and died. 
There his skeleto n was fo und. 
The valley is 
a picturesque o ne. The mo uutains that bo und 
it are very high. 
The scenery is o f the 
grandest character. 
Precipices rise up hun­ 
dreds o f feet. There are dense wo o ded ravines 
do wn which mo untain to rrents ro ar, while a 
few hundred feet fro m the base o f the mo un­ 
tains are stretches o f meado w land co vered 
with wild flo wers where cattle lazily graze. 
Fo r diversified scenery it is no t surpassed by 
any vujley in the State,

Stephen Abltey , o ne o f the o ldest residents 
o f this City , died at the ho me o f his so n, Le- 
Grand Abbey , last evening, aged abo ut 76 
y ears. 
Stephen Abbey was bo rn March 13. 
1814, in the to wn o f Alaso nville, Delaware 
Co unt}'. 
His father was a farmer and taught 
his so ns to do hard wo rk. 
When Stephen 
was abo ut 13 y ears o f age the family mo ved 
to Ro sendale, where, as agent fo r the Law- 
renceville Cement Co mpany , Jo hn Abbey 
built the first cement kiln in Ulster Co unty . 
It sto o d o n land no w o wned by Geo rge Co u­ 
tant. 
In 1829 Stephen drew fro m Kingsto n 
Po int brick fo r the ho use o f the President o f 
the Delaware & Hudso n Canal Co mpany , 
which 
was 
then 
being 
built 
in 
Ro ndo ut. 
In 
1832 he 
was apprenticed 
to Samuel Galpin, a harness-maker. here. 
YVhen Galpin died Abbey bo ught the busi­ 
ness. 
In June 1841, he married Caro line 
Vhi 1, o f Maso nville. They had three children 
—Henry , Anna and LeGrand—who are still 
living. 
In 1852 Stephen left the saddle and 
harness business and in co mpany with the 
late James S. Mo Enlee bo ught the flo ur 
and grain business o f Charles Anderso n at 
Derrenbacheris Co rner, but in abo ut three 
y ears Mr. McEntee dispo sed o f his interest to 
Ilenry Newell and Geo rge A. Adams. 
The 
sty le o f the new firm was “ Abbey , Adams 
& Co mpany .” 
The enterprise ended disas­ 
tro usly in the financial panic o f 1857. 
In 
April o f the next y ear, Stephen Abbey began 
business again at the White Sto reho use o n 
the wharf next to the Sleightburgh ferry . In 
1861 the late Gilbert M. Gillette became as­ 
so ciated as partner under the sty le o f “ Gil­ 
lette & Abbey ,” aud in I860 Mr. Gillette so ld 
o ut to Henry Abliey . In 1876 Stephen Abbey 
suffered three successive stro kes o f paraly sis. 
He attended the W urts-Street Presby terian 
Church. 
In po litics he was au Old Line 
W hig fo r y ears. 
He vo ted fo r Jo hn C. Fre­ 
mo nt. 
He abho rred slavery . 
Mr. Abbey 
was indefatigable in business. 
It is stated 
that he never used liquo r o r to bacco , never 
was pro fane, uever kuo wingly wro nged any ­ 
bo dy , never turned a beggar away empty , 
and never was into lerant o f the basest o f 
mankind, 
lie lo o ked o n the bright side al­ 
way s, and in his mo st unfo rtunate day s never 
lo st ho pe. 
He was a kind aud indulgent 
father, a go o d husband and a true friend. 
The Rev. Peter C. Oakley , familiarly called 
the “ Father o f the New-Yo rk Metho dist 
Co nference.” died at his ho me in Milto n, Ul­ 
ster Co unty , at abo ut 11 o ’clo ck this fo re­ 
no o n, aged abo ut 90 y ears. 
Mr. Oakley was 
bo rn in New-Yo rk City , wliere lie received 
an educatio n that fitted him fo r the ministry , 
lie began preaching a y ear o r two befo re he 
entered the M. E. Co nference. 
A few y ears 
ago he preached his sixtieth anniversary ser­ 
mo n 
as a member o f 
the 
New-Yo rk 
Co nference. 
Mr. 
Oakley 
was 
lo o ked 
upo n 
as 
an 
o racle 
in 
Co nference 
wo rk. 
He was genial, 
liis sermo ns sho wed 
deep study and tho ught. 
Unlike many min­ 
isters o f the go spel, Mr. Oakley was no t re­ 
tro gressive as o ld age o verto o k him. 
He did 
no t believe that “ the best day s o f the minis­ 
try have go ne by ,” but o n the co ntrary that 
the cause o f Christianity is making rapid 
pro gress each succeeding y ear.

The new law—an amendment to the re­ 
vised statutes imposing a tax ou dog*—which 
applies to two-thirds or more of this State, 
has been signed. 
The object of the bill, it is 
stated, is to raise a revenue with which to in 
demnify owners of sheep killed by doffs, and 
is not a* tax or revenue bill. 
The measure 
provides that in all counties except Kings. 
Erie and New York, owners of dogs must 
register them before May I each year in the 
Clerk's office. 
Failure to do so is liable to a 
tine of $3 to #7. 
Dogs not registered may be 
killed by any constable or policeman, and 
they, upon proof to the Supervisors, shall Ire 
paid 50 cents for each dog. 
The lax is $1 for 
one dog. $2 each for more than one, $3 for a 
bilch, and $5 each for every additional one. 
The owner of every registered dog must 
place a collar on the dog. bearing the owner’s 
name and the license. 
This law applies to 
Ulster County, and if it is enforced w ill be 
the means of wiping out many worthless 
dogs. 
“ Wheelmen 
in this 
State are 
using 
every honorable means to keep up the ‘ road 
agitation.’” said a bicycler here today. 
“ The results so far have linen gratifying. 
I toad masters have used better judgment in 
road m aking this season, as a tour through 
almost any county will attest.

The rainy weather of the past IO days has 
made trout fishing in the Catskill Mountains 
somewhat unpleasant.

to in a former article. 
Joliu Burroughs has given his experience 
during a storm while canijffhg under the 
trees.

W hat was 
sauce for the gander should lie sauce for the goose 
too, so the goose insisted. A luxurious couch of 
boughs upon gpringiug poles was prepared, and the 
night should not be less welcome than the day, 
which had been idyllic. 
A trout dinner tiad been 
se-ved bv a little spring brook upon an improvised 
table covered w .th moss ar d droned with terns, with 
straw berries from a near clearing. At twilight there 
was an om inous rum ble behind the m ountains. I 
was

was brew ing there in the west. As darkness 
cam e 
on the rum bling 
increased

m ountains and the wo<sis and the still air were such

lood conductors of sound th at the ear was vividly 
m prsssed. One seemed to feel the enorm ous con­ 
vulsions of the clouds iii the deep aud jarring tones 
of the thunder. The coming of night in the woods 
is alone peculiarly im pressive, and it is doubly so 
w bon out of the darkness conies such a voice us 
this. 
But we fed the tin- the more industriously, and 
tided the logs high, and kept the gathering gloom ut 
nay by as large a circle of light as we could com ­ 
m and.

Stephen Abl»ey, one of the oldest residents 
of this City, died at the home of his son, Le- 
Grand Abbey, last evening, aged about 76 
years. 
Stephen Abbey wus born March 18 
1814, lu the town of Masonville, Delaware 
County. 
His father was a farmer and taught 
his sons to do hard work. 
When Stephen 
was about 18 years of age the family moved 
to Rosendale, where, as agent for the Law­ 
renceville Cement Company, John Abbey 
built the first cement kiln in Ulster County. 
It stood on land now owned by George Cou­ 
tant. 
In 1829 Stephen drew from Kingston 
Point brick for the house of Hie President of 
the Delaware & Hudson Canal Company, 
which 
was 
then 
tieing 
built 
in 
Rondout. 
In 
1832 he was apprenticed 
to Samuel Oalpin, a harness maker, here. 
When Galpln died Abbey benight the busi­ 
ness. 
In June 1841, he married Caroline 
Vail, of Masonville. Thpy had three children 
—Henry, Anna and LoGrnnd—who are still 
living. 
In 1852 Stephen left the saddle and 
harness business and in company with the 
late James S. McEnlee bought the flour 
nnd grain business of Charles Anderson at 
Dcnvnbnehcr’s Corner, but in about three 
years Mr. McEntee disposed of his interest to 
Henry Newell and George A. Adams. 
The 
style of the new firm was “ Abbey, Adams 
& Company.” 
The enterprise ended disas­ 
trously in the financial panic of 1857. 
In 
April of the next year, Stephen Ahta-y began 
business again at the White Storehouse on 
the wharf next to the Sleight burgh ferry. In 
1861 the late Gilbert M. Gillette became as­ 
sociated as partner under the style of “ Gil­ 
lette & Abbey,” aud in 1866 Mr. Gillette sold 
out to Henry Abl>ey. In 1876 Stephen Abbey 
suffered three successive strokes of paralysis. 
He attended the Wurts Street Presbyterian 
Church. 
In politics he wus au Old Line 
W hig for years. 
He voted for John C. Frc 
mont. 
lie abhorred slavery. 
Mr. Abbey 
was indefatigable in business, 
It is stated 
(bat he never used liquor or tobacco, never 
was profane, never knowingly wronged any- 
lxxly, never turned a beggar away empty, 
and never was intolerant of the basest of 
mankind. 
He looked on the bright side al­ 
ways, and in his most unfortunate days never 
lost hope. 
He was a kind aud indulgent 
father, a good husband and a true friend. 
The Rev. Peter C. Oakley, familiarly cal led 
the “ Father of the New-York Methodist 
Conference.” died at his home in Milton. Ul­ 
ster Countv, at about ll o’clock this fore­ 
noon, aged ulxuit 90 years. 
Mr. Oakley was 
born in New-York (Tty, where he received 
an education that fitted him for the ministry. 
He began preaching a year or two before he 
entered the M. E. Conference. 
A few years 
ago he preached his sixtieth anniversary ser­ 
mon 
as a member of the 
New-York 
Conference. 
Mr. 
Oakley 
was 
looked 
upon 
as 
an 
oracle 
in 
Conference 
work. 
He was genial. 
His sermons showed 
deep study and thought. 
Unlike ninny min 
inters of the gospel, Mr. Oukley wus not re­ 
trogressive as old age ovcrtixik him. 
He did 
not believe that “ the !x>st days of the minis 
try have gone by,” but on the contrary that 
the euuse of Christianity is making rapid 
progress each sucm*ding year.

The new law—an amendment to the re­ 
vised statutes imposing a tax on dogs—which 
applies to two-thirds or more of this State, 
has been signed. 
The object of the bill, it is 
stated, is to raise a revenue with which to in 
dem nify owners of sheep killed by dogs, and 
is not a tax or revenue bill. 
The measure 
Írovide9 that in all couuties except Kings, 
¡rie and New York, owners of dogs m ust 
register them before May 1 each year in the 
Clerk’s office. 
Failure to do so is liable to a 
line ot $3 to #7. 
Dogs not registered may be 
killed by any constable or policeman, aud 
they, upon proof to the Supervisors, shall be 
paid 50 ceuts for each dog. 
The tax is $1 for 
one dog, $2 each for more than one, $3 for a 
bitch, and $5 each for every additional one. 
The owner of every registered dog must 
place a collar on the dog, bearing tbe ow ner’s 
name and the license. 
This law applies to 
Ulster County, and if it is enforced will be 
the means of wiping out many worthless 
dogs. 
“ Wheelmen 
in this

The raiuy weather of the past 10 davs has 
made trout fishing in the Catskill Mountains 
somewhat uupleusant. 
Camping-out parties 
say that at times there was a deluge. 
The 
fishing has been fair. 
The disadvantages of 
camping out without a tent have been alluded 
to in a form er article. 
John Burroughs lias given his experience 
during a storm while caruptng under the 
trees. 
H e has written : 
■*» 
We were encam ping in the prim itive woods by a 
little trout lake, which tbe m ountain carried high 
on its hip, like a soldier's canteen. There were 
wives in the party curious to know w hat the lure 
w as th at annually drew their husbands to the 
woods. T hat m agical writing ou a tro u t’s back 
they would fain decipher, little heeding the w arn­ 
ing th at w hat is w ritten here is not given to woman 
to know. Our only tent or roof was the sheltering 
arm s of the great birches and maples. W hat was 
sauce for the gander should be sauce for the goose 
too, so the goose insisted. A luxurious couch of 
boughs upon springing poles was prepared, and the 
night should not be less welcome than the day, 
which had been idyllic. A trout dinner had been 
so-vt d by a little spring brook upon an improvised 
table covered w ith moss a rd decsed with terns, with 
straw berries from a near clearing. At tw ilight there 
was an om inous rumble behind the m ountains. 1 
w as 
on 
the 
lake, 
and 
could 
see 
what 
wus brew ing there in the west. As darkness 
cam e 
on the rumbling 
increased 
an 1 
the 
m ountains and the woods and the stdl air were such 
good conductors of sound that the ear was vividly 
impressed. One seemed to feel the enorm ous con­ 
vulsions of the clouds iu tlie deep and jarrin g toue 
of the thunder. The coming of night in the woods 
ii alone peculiarly’ impressive, and it is doubly so 
w hca out of the darkness comes such a voice us 
this. But we fed the fire the more industriously, and 
Íiiled the logs high, and kept the g athering gloom at 
lay by as large a circle of light as we could com ­ 
mand. The lake was a pool of ink ami as still as if 
congealed: not a movement or a sound, save now 
aud then a terrific volley from the cloud batteries 
now fast approaching. By 9 o'clock litt le puffs of 
wind began to steal through the woods and tease 
and toy w ith our tire. Shortly after an enormous 
electric bomb shell explode<l in tlie tree-tops over 
our heads and the ball was fairly opened. Then 
followed 
three 
hours, 
with 
ouly 
two 
brie 
intermissions, of 
as 
lively 
elem ental 
music 
and 
as 
copious 
an 
outpouring 
of 
rain as it was ever my lot to witness, it was a re 
lar m eteorological carnival, and I he revelers were 
drank with the wild sport. The apparent nearnes 
of the clouds and the electric explosions was sonu 
thing rem arkable. Every discharge seem ed to be 
in the branches im mediately overhead and m ade us 
involuntarily cower, as if the next m om ent the great 
limbs of the trees, or the trees themselves, would 
come crashing down. The mountains upou which 
we were encam ped appeared to be the focus of three 
distinct bu t converging storms. The last two seemed 
to come into 
collision 
im mediately 
over our 
camp-fire 
and 
to 
contend 
for 
the 
righ 
of way until the heavens were ready to fall and 
both ant tgonists were literally spent. We stood in 
groups about the struggling fire, and when the can 
nonaUe becam e (<x> terrible would w ithdraw into the 
cover of the darkness as if to lie a less conspicuous 
m ark for the bolts; or did we fear the tire with its 
currents m ight attract the lightning. At any rate, 
some other spot than the one where we happened to 
oe standiug seem ed desirable when ¡hose onsets of 
the 
contending 
elements 
were 
the 
most 
furious. 
Som ething 
th at 
one 
could 
not 
catch in his hat was 
liable 
to 
«lrop 
almost 
anyw here any m inute. The alarm and consterna­ 
tion of the wives com municated itself to the bus 
bands, and they looked solemn and concerned. The 
air was filled with falling water. The sound upon 
ttie m yriad leaves and branches was like the roar of 
a cataract. W e pu t our backs up against the great 
trees only to catch a brook on our shoulders or in 
the backs of our necks. Still the storm waxed. I he 
fire was beaten down lower and lower. It sur­ 
rendered oue post after another, like a besieged 
city, und finally made only a feeble r« sisfance from 
beneath a pile of charred logs and branches in the 
center. Our garm ents yielded to the encroachm ents 
of the rain in about the same manner, i believe my 
neck-tie held out the longest and carried a few dry 
threads safely through. Our cunningly devised and 
bedecked table, which the housekeepers had so 
doted ou and which was ready spread for breakfast, 
was washed as by the hose of a fire-engine—only the 
bare poles rem ained—and the couch of springing 
boughs that was to make sleep jealous and o’erfonu 
becam e a bed fit only for am phibians. Still the 
loosened 
floods 
came 
down: 
still 
the 
great 
cloud 
m ortars 
bellowed 
and 
ex­ 
ploited their missiles in the tree-tops above us.- But 
all uervousuess finally passed awav aud we became 
dogged and resigned. Our miuds became water- 
soaked; our thoughts were heavy and bedraggled. 
We were p ast tbe point of joking at one another's 
expense. The witticism failed to kindle,-indeed 
failed to go. like the m atches in our pockets. About 
m idnight the rain slackened, anil by 1 o'clock 
ceaseil entirely. 
How the rest of the night was 
passed beneatti the dripping tre> s aud upon tlie sat­ 
urated ground, I have only the dim m est remem- 
brauce. All is w atery and opaqur; the fog settles 
down and obscures the scene. But X suspect I tried 
the “ wet pack” without being a convert to hydropa­ 
thy. W hen the morning dawned, tbe wives begged 
to be taken home, convinced th at the charm s of 
cam ping out were greatly overrated. We who had 
tasted this cup before, knew they hail read at least 
a part of the legend of the w ary tro u t without 
knowing it. 
Tlie Esopus, where it runs through the 
town of Sliandaken, is commonly known as 
the Sliandaken Creek. 
Sliandaken is an In­ 
dian word and siguities “ rapid w aters.” The 
Sliandaken is a rapid stream, and is consid­ 
ered oue of great beauty. 
To people coming 
from the cities during the heated term it is a 
refreshing sight. 
The waters sparkle as they 
rush over tlie stones and boulders, or whirl 
around the trunks of tlie great trees which 
stand at its margin. The stream runs through 
tlie Sliandaken Valley. This valley is bound­ 
ed by high ranges of mountains. 
The Ulster 
«fe Delaware Railroad runs its entire length. 
Its track is laid close to the creek. 
Passen­ 
gers can look out of the car windows directly 
down upon it. 
Recently a large number of 
fish were brought from the State hatchery aud 
put iu the creek. 
These have thrived, 
so 
that 
this 
season 
fishermen 
say 
they 
have 
had 
good 
success. 
The stream lacks the charm, however, of the 
quiet aud seclusion of otiier mountain streams. 
There are many farm houses along its banks, 
and tlie principal, aud, in fact, only highway 
that runs do wn the valley skirts within a few 
feet of it. 
In the early m orning and in the 
evening there is good fishing for the expert. 
The novice is not so likely to have success. 
A fiy can be used almost anywhere. 
Trout 
can be found from Piue Hill to Mount Pleas­ 
ant. 
Continuing up the Ulster «fe Delaware 
Railroad over Pine Hill many beautiful fish­ 
ing streams are found. 
One of the branches 
of tlie Delaware River comes near Margaret- 
ville and courses through the Koxbury Valley. 
Iu this lovely valley it flows through rich 
farming land. 
The trout are not large, for it 
is almost a brook in summer, but it lias sup­ 
plied the residents of the valley with these 
dainty fish for half a century or more. 
Jay Gould 
fished here 
when 
a boy. 
It 
was 
one 
of the 
favorite 
places 
of 
S. 
G. 
Dimmick, of 
this 
City, 
who here received his 
first lessons iu fiy fish­ 
ing which in after years made him an adept 
at the art. 
At Margaretville the stream is 
broader und the fish larger. 
Fishermen 
say that in the early hours of the morning 
success has been had in nearly every instance. 
Large fish are caught. 
Returning to the 
Sliandaken Valley, one oí the largest and 
most famous trouling streams is the Big lu ­ 
dían. 
It 
rises 
on a 
plateau of 
Elide 
Mountain and like all of these mouutniu 
streams has its source in a spring of water. 
From a tiny brooklet it rapidly increases in 
size until, reaching the edge of the mountain 
or plateau, it goes pouring down into the val­ 
ley, making a magnificent waterfall many 
feet in heighth. 
It roars along for several 
miles, then sweeps out into the farm ing land 
and moves placidly through beautiful mead­ 
ows, widening into a broad stream before it 
reaches the station, and finally empties into 
the main stream at Big Indian station. 
The 
fishing ground embraces about six miles. It 
has 
beeu famous form any years and has 
furnished thousands of trout to tlie summer 
boarder. It is a fine stream for lly fishiDg 
for several miles above the station. 
Further 
up it presents u 
more 
rugged 
aspect 
aud 
fishiug 
with 
bait preseuts 
fewer 
discouragements. 
Big Indian derives its 
name from the fact that an Indian, said to 
have been a giant eight feet high, lived in 
the valley near the outlet of the creek. 
He 
was shot 
by 
a 
Marbletown 
Dutchman 
and crawled into a hollow tree and died. 
There his skeleton was found. 
The valley is 
a picturesque one. The m ountains that bound 
it are very high. 
The scenery is of the 
grandest character. 
Precipices rise up hun­ 
dreds of feet. There are dense wooded ravines 
down which mountain torrents roar, while a 
few hundred feet from the base of tbe moun­ 
tains are stretches of meadow land covered 
with wild flowers where cflttle lazily graze. 
F or diversified scenery it is not surpassed by 
any valley jn the State,

Stephen Abltey, one of the oldest residents 
this City, died at the home of his son, Le- 
Grand Abbey, last evcniDg, aged about 70 
years. 
Stephen Abbey was born March 13. 
1814, iu the town of Masonville, Delaware 
County. 
His father was a farm er and taught 
his sons to do hard work. 
AYben Stephen 
was about 13 years of age the fam ily moved 
to Rosendale, where, as agent for the Law- 
renceville Cement Company, John Abbey 
built the first cement kiln in Ulster County. 
stood on land now owned by George Cou­ 
tant. 
In 1829 Stephen drew from Kingston 
Point brick for the house of the President of 
the Delaware «& Hudson Canal Company, 
hich 
was 
then 
being 
built 
in 
Rondout. 
In 
1832 
be was 
apprenticed 
to Samuel Galpin, a liaraess-tnaker, here. 
AYben Galpin died Abbey bought the busi­ 
ness. 
In June 1841, be m arried Caroline 
Vail, of Masonville. They bad three children 
—H enry, Anna and LeGrand—who are still 
living. ’ In 1852 Stephen left tbe saddle and 
harness business aud in com pany with the 
late Jam es S. McEnlee bought 
tlie flour 
and grain business of Charles Anderson at 
Derrenbaclier’s Corner, but in about three 
years Mr. McEnlee disposed of bis interest to 
H enry Newell and George A. Adams. 
The 
style of the new firm was “ Abbey, Adams 
«& Com pany.” 
The enterprise ended disas­ 
trously in the financial panic of 1857. 
In 
April of the next year, Stephen Abbey began 
business again at the W hite Storehouse on 
the w harf next to the Sleight burgh ferry. In 
1861 the late Gilbert M. Gillette became as 
sociatcd as partner under the style of “ Gil­ 
lette & Abbey,” and in 1866 Mr. Gillette sold 
out to Henry Abliey. In 1876 Stephen Abbey 
suffered three successive strokes of paralysis. 
He attended the W urts-Street Presbyterian 
C hurch. 
In politics he was au Old Line 
W hig for years. 
He voted for John C. Fre 
mont. 
He abhorred slavery. 
Mr. Abbey 
was indefutigable in business. 
It is stated 
that be never used liquor or tobacco, never 
was profane, never knowingly wronged aoy 
body, never turned a beggar away empty 
and never was intoleruut of the basest of 
m ankind. 
He looked on the bright side al 
ways, and in his most unfortunate days never 
lost hope. 
He was a kind aud indulgent 
father, a good husband and a true friend. 
The Rev. Peter C. Oakley, fam iliarly cal led 
tbe “ Father of tbe New-York Methodist 
Conference,” died at bis home in Milton, U1 
ster County, at about 11 o’clock this fore 
noon, aged about 90 years. 
Mr. Oakley was 
born in New-YorK City, where he received 
an education that fitted him for the ministry 
H e began preaching a year or two before he 
entered tbe M. E. Conference. 
A few years 
ago he preached bis sixtieth anniversary ser-
